SOME Months ago it came to the Knowledge 
of our Apoftlefhip to the great Difquiet of our 

Mind, thar when in the Month of November laft 

palt, fome Regiments of German Soldiers made a 

fadden Irruprion into feveral Places of the Dutchy 


of Parma and Piacenza, and brought great and very 
heavy Damages upou the Inhabitants of the faid 
Places ; ana betes, the Leaders or Commanders of 


thofe {froops declar’d. chey were refolv’d to take 


Winter Quarters there actually and by Force; and 
when the many Reafons urg’d as well by our be- 
loved Son the ncble Francifco Parneze Duke of Parma 
and Piacenza, as by our beloved Sons the Communi- 
ues and Invabiiants of che Stares of Parma and Piacen- 


Duchy it feli, and its foremention’d Places, were 
immediately Subject, even in Kemporals, to Us and 
this Holy See, and ctaerefore ought co be wholly ex- 
eipt aud free trom all {uch Impofitions and Bur- 
thens; at leng:h, in che fubfequent Month of De- 
cember, the toefaid Communuies and Inbabi-ants 
confenting, who neverthelefs were compell’d by Force 
and Necility, and wio procefted that what they 
did was from no ocher Afotive than the avoiding 
imminent and heavyer Damages, and Duke Fran- 
cilco him‘-if yielding thereto for the fame Reafons, 
a certain Agreement was made upon the foremen- 
tion’d Macters, in Ten Heads or Articles, the Tenour 
of which fuilows, viz. 
Articles agreed between his Excellency the Marquis 
de Price, as Plenipotentiary of his Imperial Majefty 
in T:aly by Vircue of a Commiffion of the 4th of 
_ May laft, and the moft I!iuftrious Governour Fran- 


cifco Malpeli deputed by his moft Serene Highnefs 


the Duke of Parma, accompanied by the moft 
iluftrious Count Gio, Francifco Marazzani 
conti,and the Marquis Annibale Scotti,two Gentle- 
men of this State of Piacenza ; who with the Ap- 
probation and Confent of bis moft ferene Highnefs, 
exprefs’d in his moft gracious Lecter dated the 
2eth of November paft, came to the underwritten 
Agreement, touching the Regulating of the prefent 
Winter Quarters that are actually taken in the 
State of Parma and Piacenza, by the Troops of 
the Emperour and his Allies, notwithftanding the 
many Applications and more preffing Remon- 
firances made by the faid Duke and by his Mini- 
fters, as alfo by the Communities of Parma and 


Piacenza ; to the End good Order may be efta- 


blift’d and greater Damages prevented. 

1. The Contributions for thefe Quarters is fix'd 
by the Marquis de Prie, for the Imperial Com- 
miffary, at the Sum of ninety thoufand Spanifh Pi- 
ftoles, or their Value; of which 67750 Piftoles 
fhall be paid by the Laity of thefe two Srates (ex- 
clufive of the Contingent to be furnifh’d by the 
Clergy, which is referv’d to the 9th Article) within 


the Terms and in the Manner hereafter exprefs'd, 


to the Imperial Cheft, for maintaining the Troops 


that fhall remain sot in thefe States, and the | 
Regiments of Horfe that for the greater Eafe of the: 


Country have march’d out of it ; in Confideration 
of which Sum, SatisfaGtion fhali be made for whar- 
ever Provifions for Man and Horfe thall be deliver’d 


in Kind ; and not only the Generals, and Officers, 


burt likewife the common Soldiers, fhall be oblig’d 
punctually to pay for (the Portions hereafter {pe- 
. Ccified, 
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cified excepted)-coe Bleh, Wine, and all Earables, 
which fhali be raced at a moderace Price; and if 
any Diforder thould happen, contrary to the Regu- 
lations thar tha't be pubiith’d and affix'd in the Quar- 
ters, Reparation fhail be made with all poilizle Ex- 
pedirion by the Commanders of the Regiments, who 
thall oblige she Tranfgreffurs to make due Satis- 
faction, which if not obtain’d from them, Applica- 
tion fhall be made to his Excellency the Marquis 
Vifconti, General of the Horfe in thefe Quarters, 
who fhall caufé full Reparation to be made. 

2. The faid Marquis de Prie has condefcended 
to abate 5000 Piitoies of the goooo ; as Well in 
Favour of the Clergy in Proportion to their Part, as 
of the Laicy ; in Deduction for Bread furnifh’d to 
the Imperial Army in their March in Auguft lait, 
(for which Satisfaction was promis’d) and fur Bread 
and otber Eatables farnifh'd at feveral Times to the 
Heifiun Troops, and afterwards to the Body of 500 
Horfe .commanded by Lieutenant Collonel Sz. 
Amour ; in which Sum Regard is had co the Carts 
which thall be provided by the foremencion’d States, 
for the Conveyance of Oats and other Grain to be 
brought in heceafrer from feverai Parcs for the Sub- 
fiftance of che Troops, and to prevent a Scarcity in 
the Country, of which the Inhabicants fhali be far- 
nith’'d with neceffary Paffporss ac their Requeft, for 
their Carriages by Land and Water, in order io their 
bringing in fuch Quantities of Corn as they hall 
ttand in Need of. 

3- The beiter to eafe the Gountry in the Payment 
of the Sum abovemention’d by the Laity, ‘tis ex- 
prefly agreed, that rwo thirds of that Sum amonnt- 
ing to. 42500 Piitoles, thall be paid in the Month of 
April, and the other third amounting to 21250 
Piftoles ac two ferms, the beft Bankers ot thefe 
States giving theic Security, thar is to fay one haif 
in the Month of Augaft, the half in 
next. In Coofideration of whic. Sums, the faid 
Marquis de Prie declares and holds xim(fclf fati.tied 
by the Duke for the feudal Obligation nis Highnefs 
is under towards his Imperial Majefty. 

4. Ithaving been thought expedient ro alleviate 
the Burthen of thefle States by eftablihing a Bank 
of thirty fix thoufand Piftoles or more, Orders to 
that End fhall be publih’d without Delay in the next 
enfuing Month. As a Fuad of this Bank, which is 
to be of 36000 Spanifh Piftoles or upwards, an 
Annual Rent fhall be appropriated out of the Effects 
belonging to bis mott {ctene Highnefs, at the Rate 
of 5 per Cent, which from the Day of filling up the 
Bank fhall be made over to the Profit of the Pur- 
chafers. Befides which all poilible Caution of Se- 
curity and Encouragement fhall be given to the faid 
Purchafers ; and to that End, not only the Com- 
munities of the Cicies of Parma and Piacenza fhall 
be bound, bur alfo fix of the moft commodious and 
beft Giraace¢d Hovfes (hall ftand mortgag'd, and the 
moft fubftantial Bankers of both the Cities thalli be 
alfo oblig’d to the punctual Payment of the Intereft 
beforemention’d every 3 Months, and to the Refti- 
tution of the Cari:al at two feveral Terms, that 
is to fay 180c0.Pifloles in O&obec 1708, and the 
other 18000 or more in the fame Month of the Year 
1709. But becauie ‘tis doubted, confidering the 
prefent Circumftances of Affairs, that the whole 
Sum co fil up this Bank may not be brought in ; 
in thar Cale his Excellency the faid Marquisde Prie, 
is favourzbly pleas'd, to take upon himlelf to find 
one or more Perfons who fhall {upply to the Value 
of 20c00 Piftoles towards purchafing the Rents of 
the faid Bank ; which Sum fo procur’d by his Ex- 
cellency thall be repaid at the faid Terms. And ‘tis 
farther agreed, thar all poifiole Diligence fhall be 
us'd at Milan, Genoa, and Bologna, to negociate the 
whole Sum with the urmoft Expedition ; and as that 
Negociation fhall fucceed, and as faft as the Monéy 
fhall be paid in, it fhall be remitted to the Imperial 
Cheft of War without Delay.
